SOU I HAMITON, Dec. 22 — A fire alarm at 11 
o clock last night gent firemen from nearly a dozen com­ 
munities in Bucks and Montgomery counties racing over 
snow- and ice-covered highways in an attempt to control 
a fire which did damage estimated at $100,000; rescue a 
watchman at an industrial plant and send him to a hos­ 
pital; and aid in transferring to a safe place the records 
from the offices of Hyzer A Lewellen Refractories, here. 
I he blaze at the Hyzer & Lewellen plant, said to have 
started apparently in a kiln-house, did damage to seven 
buildings as the flames leaped into the sky and Were visible 
IO miles away. 
The watchman rescued was Harry Dickinson, 60, 
who failed to react when a kiln-house tender, George 
Howes, 38, Richboro, attempted to arouse him.
